the head a loose cloth with spangles, or a 
handkerchief rolled 
ii i the hair, and a 
couple of babouchet (which oftener trail on 
the floor at the side of the sofa than beside 
their lect) generally make up their adjust­ 
ment. 
When Ihe time for promenading 
come#, or if annie unexpected visit is an­ 
nounced, the leredgo aud lite yacbmak 
quickly repair all that such a dishabille 
may have little conformed to the prescrip­ 
tions of the prophet. 
T he feredgc is a 
kind of mamie cut ii i form of a domino; 
very large, iii winch the Turkish and A r­ 
menian women inutile themselves up iii 
the street, aud which envelops the whole 
body, even to the link lea, leaving nothing 
of their under dress to be seen but the 
extremity of the pantalettes.
